PASTOR AND PEOPLE. 



Bev. Mr. Starr Bids Farewell to ills 
Congregation and^riends— Sun- 
day's Impressin^iSermouB. 

A Large Gatlierlii!? fest Eveniuff at 
a Very Enjoyable aoeial— Address 
and I'reseiU/tiyu. 



The fact that the popular preacher who 
bas filled the pulpitoftheMethodiatChurcli 
for the past three years was Koing aw iiy, 
attrncted a liirgo nudieiico to thiit place of 
woraliip, on Sunday last, and both ser- 
vices proved of an excoodiiigly interest- 
ing character. 

WBIOHINd THE TREASXniES. 

In the morning Rev. Mr. Stiirr de- 
livered a most, ellectunl sermon from 
"Watch yo iiiul koup thoni until yo weigh 
them before tlio cliief of the priests and 
the Lovitus and chief of the fatliors of 
Israel at Jerusaluni in tlio chambers of 
the house of the Lord," Ezra, viii. v. 29. 
After describing iho circunstances under 
whicli the injunction of the text had 
been £;iven, tiio reverend gentleman 
dwelt with great force upon the treasures 
that had beon coniinittod, not ahjnuto the 
Cliurch, but to ovcry iudiviilual. I'lion 
the nature of tliesc treasures ho spoke 
witli much oarnostness, and ail'ectionatuly 
warned all who licard him that their 
treasures would eventually bo weighed in 
the future, towards which all were ha.stun- 
ing, and that from each would bu rc(|uired 
!i proper uso and iniprovoni<!nt of tlioni. 
It thereforo behoved all to be continually 
on tlio watch and ahvuy.s in earnest. 

KKI.KllO.N A lir.^lNKSS. 

Jn the ovuning the ehurcli was crowded 
to its fullest capiicitj-, there not being 
■ oven as much as standing room, hundreds 
having to leave for want (jf accouimoda- 
tion. The text wns " Therefore watcli 
and remember that by the space of three 
years I ceaseil not to warn eveiy (jne 
night and day with tears.'' Acts .kx, 
V. yi. llov. Mr. Starrb ogan by remark- 
ing that under the Methodist system the 
term of three years — the period of a min- 
ister's itinera! cy — hud in his case expired, 
and therefore it had become necessary for 
him to appear before them in the pulpit 
for the last time. He next spoke of re- 
ligion as a business, conducted by (iud. 
Sou A Co., in which professed Chris- 
tians were partners, and were bound by 
every conceivable consideration to pro- 
mote its interests. He obsjrved that the 
most insignificant part of a service was 
the sermon, yet many were perfectly con- 
tent provided they were in time to hear 
the sermon, forgetting that in the lesson 
God was speaking to man, while in the 
prayers man was approaciiing (iod. No 
business man, if he had his own interests 
at heart, would neglect sucli inijiortant 
details in his daily life as were these in 
his religion. Many people would neither 
work in the church nor leave it, and, 
inorcoi-er, some of them were not willing 
to pay their bdls or meet their obliga- 
tions — neglects that in ordinary life 
would not be tolerated. A church must 
bo enterprising and its minister.s and 
people must keep abreast of the times, 
otherwise they could ni-t expect to retain 
the people, who were every day getting 
more advanced. The church could no 
more expect to succeed by sticking to old 
methods than could the farmer of the 
present day prosper by ploughing with 
Elisha'a crooked stick. It >vould, among 
steamship men, be considered ridiculous 
to expect that vessels like the Buscowitz 
could compete with others of the same 
class astliolslander; and in this particular 
religion should be governed upoti business 
principles. He had always endeavored 
to build up a lilnu'al church, and, for 
many reasons, uow-a-days, the gospel of 
money was in aorao purtii ul us almost as 
important as that of s.iivatiou. Indeed, 
it gave him a cold chill to realize the 
manner in which some people treated the 
demands nf religion as if it were a mere 
mondicaiii. He was pleased to bear 
testinionj- tc t''ie liberalism 'if Methodism 
in Victoria. I'nring tlie i iiroe years of 
his pastorale ii had raised $30,000 for 
church pui pn.s! -, and Iks would remind 
them of the pruniise — give, and it shall 
bo given to you full measure, heaped up, 
and running over. He deprecated the 
tendency that existed towards stiifuess 
and lack of warmth. Too many churches 
were made up of people who sat in their 
pews like Egyptian inuinmies, rigid, stitl', 
and dead. The people of the Cinirch of 
God ought to be the happiest and most 
cheerful family circle that the world ciui- 
tained. Hu had no faith in chrisiians 
whose religion was made up of sancti- 
moniousness, censoriousness, and aluKJst 
all the rest whine. We wanted a cheer- 
ful church and witiial a .soul-.saving 
church, as lie had reason to think this 
church had been. Mr. Starr concluded 
by personally appealing to all who were 
connected with the church to reiiiember 
their privileges and corresponding duties, 
charging them all that they would nt the 
last be called to the strictest accountabil- 
ity. Since hu had been in Victoria he 
had been treated witii nothing but kind- 
ness. It had been all kindness and for- 
bearance, though, doubtless, in the course 
of his nnnistriitions, he had found it to be 
his duty to say what might have grieved 
some of his hearers. He should ever 
hold in the warmest memory his three 
years pastoral labors in Victoria and 
conunending tliis church to Clod called 
upon the congregation to sing, "(Jod be 
with you till we meet again." 

BOOIAL AND PRESENTATION. 

Last night a farewell social to the Rev. 
J. E. Starr was given in the school room 
of the Pandora Aveiuie church, Mr. W. 
MoEay in the chair. There was a very 
r largo attendance, the room being crowd- 
ed almost to its fullest capacity. The 
proceedings were opened with a elnn-us 
by tho choir; Holection by Messrs. I'arlitt, 
reading by Miss Bailey; solo by Miss 
Lewis; nistrunicntal selection by Miss 
Adams, and solo by Miss Humber. 

The ohturman referred to the extreme 
sorrow that was felt by all at tho depart- 
ure of their friend, Mr. Starr, but ho felt 
sure that within a few years he would be 
back again, as was tho cusu with most 
people who had remained any length of 
time in this province.

L'ndcjubtedly 
the Canada Western would come hero, 
and the Canadian Pacific must cmne, if 
she desired to compete with tho other 
roads. To himself the people of this 
church had been only too kind, and he 
had to express bis thanks and heartfelt 
gratitude to idl wdiu were connected with 
it. He again thanked tlicni for the accom- 
jianying pjeson atioii as well as for tho 
address, and concluded by asking that he 
might be remembered in the prayers of 
his Victoria friends.

T:)I5 it ENACTED, BY THE MAYOR AND 

' * Couneil ot tlie Corporation of the City ot i 
Victoria, a.s fellow-i : ^ 

(1,1 'I'lic I'arl< (.'eiiimittce .sliall liave llio caro 
and eii.stod.v of all the public Hcpiarcs, parl<8 
and grounds belongiiif; lo llie city, subject to ' 
ail ,siich by-laws as may from timo to timo be 
passed by tho said Council. 

(lM It shall be lawful for any polioo officer, 
cunstabic, caretaker, or other person duly 
autliorized by Iho mayor or any alderman of 
the said city, to exclude from the said public 
squares, parks and grounds, all drunljon or 
fiUhy persons, vagrants and notoriously bad 
characters, and Lo remove therefrom any person 
who is violating any hy-Iawof tho City Council, 
or is oonimittiiit,' ■■uiy nuisance, or is guilty of 
any disorderly conduct therein. ^ 

(3.) No person shall ride or drive any horse 
upon or through any of the public squares,, 
parks or public grounds, nt any Immoderate 
rate, or so as to incommode or interfere with,

Stampede of Wild lipusts-Fonr Men Torn to 
Pieces by Lions. 

The Dinnumd Fiold.s Advertiser (South 
Africa), of the 15th March.eays:— Shortly 
after eleven o'clock last n^ht a general 
stampede of all the animals compri.sitif,' 
Fillis' iiiunagorio took place, ' This appal- 
ling occurrence ia attributod to a miscre- 
ant— at ])rcseut iit largo— who, possos.scd 
of a grudge aga'iist Mr. Fillis oriiionibors 
of his cDinpaiiy, thought to pay it cut by 
climbing the fence of the enclosure _ in 
which the animals are kept, and, at im- 
minent risk to his own life and limbs, re- 
leasing from their cage and chains the 
wholo^of the wild animals., Tliis liend is 
evidently imu well iiciiuaiiited with the 
show, for lint only has he u.xliibited a 
familiarity with the locks and liiins (jf the 
cages, but ho selected the day and hour 
wliBli tlie supervision of the iini!ii:i!3 •.'.■.■■..s 
most relaxed. Ho appears to liave mado 
gootl his escape before the aiiiiirils real- 
ized their freedom from restraint, and as 

• the four employes who slept on the 
premises have

to the ferocity of the wild beasts, it is 
Impossible to say if his identity is luiown. 
About half-past eleven thu roaidtMit.s 
within a mile radius of the circus building 
were roused from their beds by a most 
fiendish and indescribable iioiso.

; has always borne this horse a most unac- 
; countable grudge, and invariably gave 

signs of diapleusuro nud dislike when 
within sight of him. 

Till-: llOliSK's SCIli:.VMS 

roused the four atu-nilants - a Scotelinian 
named I'al •er.soii and three Kafiir boys— 
uiid hastily arming thomsolvos with Stable 
forks, tin y rushed to tho sc'eno of the 
disturl aiice, c.-iilently iL'iinrant of the 
liumoiical strength of Llie toe iliey had to 
coiilrnd witli. 'I'liese four ^allallt fellows 
met a fearful death. From the few last 
dying words of one of tho Kallir boys to

A cabman residing at Beaconsfield, 

Nelson, liad a narrow escape. Hearing 
the noise, he drove down from Main 
street to see tho cause of it, and arrived 
at tho circus in time to see the animals 
rush out. Ho likens the scene to the exit 
from Noah's Ark. An elephant came 
out first, and a few seconds afterwards 
tumbled out a confused" mob of lions, 
wolvesy hyenas, baboons, leopards, chee- 
tahs and jackals. 'J'ho wolves innnedi- 
ately rushed upon Nelson's horses, and 
two of the lions attacked them also. 
Strange to say, lliey left the man himself 
unmolested, and he nmnaged tcj climb up 
a post at Glover':; .Vl.hlotic Bar iir.;! :;eeiire 
his safety in one of the rooms. When ho 
last saw Iiis horses they wore galloping 
madly down the Dutoltspan road,8norting 
and screaming with fear and pain, follow- 
ed by the wolves and two of the lions.

WOMEN TO THE FRONT. 

The ladies are rapidly vindicating their 
right to what is called the higher educa- 
tion. To give women the chance of 
availing themselves of the very best edu- 
cational adv.intages the country affords 
was, not very many years ago, considered 
one of tho absurdities advocated by 
amiable but unpractical enthusiasts. The 
intollcctual inferiority of woniun was re- 
fjardod as too evident to admit of displite. 
Thoro had Ijcen learned women who had 
niaatored what are ref,'arded as the most 
difficult and abstruse subjects; but 
they were looked upon as prodigies and 
spoken of in the cant of science — so- 
called— as the exceptions that prove the 
rule. 

But the women, in spite of prejudice 
and ridicule, entered upon studies which 
were considered too high and too liard for 
them, and, to tlio surprise of many, 
attained groat proficiency in them. It 
was then said that women had a talent 
for languages, and that tho Htudy of 
Latin and Greek did not call 
forth all tho strength of the mas- 
ouliiio ihind; When the women came to 
study mathematic!i and natural science, 
there would be a different story to toll. 
Then the inherent woakness of the femin> 



ine intellect would become conspicuous. 
When ^ the : women tackled the higher 
matbenoatics they would find" 'that they 
had undertaken .more thai|^iey were, 
fitted by nature to accompTish. Well, the 
day has coino when women do study 
luatl-.cmatics and when tliey enter into 
competition with tho very ablest of men 
students; and what is tho result ? They 
prove themselves to be the eciuals of men, 
and carry olf more than their proportion- 
ate share of honors, "Tho highest honors 
at the June examination at Cainbridgo 
University"— a late cablegram informs 
US— "have been won by Miss Philippa 
Fawcett, who is bracketted as. the supe- 
rior of tho male wrangler in the mathe- 
matical tripos." Tho telegram^ goes on t(j 
say that "two otlier young women. Miss 
Field and Miss Lea, are also among tho 
wranglers." 'I'ho honor of senior wrang- 
ler m Cambridge I'nivorsity— which 
makes mathematics a specialty— is a dis- 
tinction which only tho very ablest men can 
hope to win. It is far beyond the roach of 
ordinary men students. Nature, it is 
clear, has no Salic law. Women inherit 
the talents of their ancestors as well as 
men. Miss Fawcett's father was one <if 
tho tirst matheniatieians of his Jay, and 
was in other resjiocts a very iilile ni:ui. 
Jliss Fawc-jtt, it is seen, I'Dssosses lu-r 
father's inathuuiatieal lulenl, and it is 
not unlikely n large sliare of his ability in 
otlier directions. Why is it that her 
father's career is not open to her? He 
was a member of Parliament and a Min 
ister of the Crown. If his daughter 
possesses equal capacity, is thoro any 
valid season why she should not fill the 
same positions ? We know that a woman 
makes a good Sovereign, why should not 
a woman make a good Sovereiu'ii's adviser/ 

A FIZZLE. 

Tho commission to enquire into tho 
charges of corruption preferred against 
members of the (Quebec Legislature by 
Messrs. Whelan and I'acaud, bids fair to 
come to nothing. It will bo remembered 
that Mr. Whelan declared that he had 
given ten thousand dollars to Mr. Pacaud 
in order to get a claim he had against tiio 
Government recognized by the Legisla- 
ture. Pacaud said that the money was 
expended in buying up members of tho 
Opposition. The Commission of En<iuiry 
that was appointed is composed of two 
supporters of the (ioverninent — men of 
character; but it was hardly to bo ox 
pected that they would prosecute the en 
quiry in such a way as to daniago the 
prospects of the (iuveriunent at the elec- 
tion which was to come oil in a few days. 
The Commission opened the enquiry, but 
no one seemed to be iu any violent hurry 
to get at the .bottom of the ten J^QUsand 
dollar aflbir. ■ Singular to say, when Blr. 
Whelan appeared before the Commission 
he refused to state who told him 
to what purjioso that and other sums 
he had paid uver, was to bo put. 
He would give tho Commission no in- 
formation. When Mr. Pacaud was ques- 
tioned ho ilao refused to say to whom 
ho had paid the money. Both tho men 
were as dumb us oysters. Persisting in 
their refusal to testify they were both 
sent to jail. 

It is not difficult to understand why 
Mr. Pacaud refuses to tell what he did 
with the money; but why Mr. Whelan 
does not now tell all he knows is a mys- 
tery. It was owing to revelations made 
by him that tho Commission was appoint- 
ed. It was ho who denounced Pacaud 
as the man to whom he iiad p:iid UKjiiey 
to be used for corrupt purposes, lie 
evidently hi-'lioved himself to have l)cen 
tho victim of extortion and was bi)und to 
have his revenge. But now, when his 
testimony will be of use in expu.siiig the 
guilty parties and in procuring their pun- 
ishment, he is silent. There is, they say, 
honor among thieves and, although Mr. 
Pacaud was not too honorable to bo .i re 
ceiver and a di.sburscr of Ixiodlc, ho is 
tiiii luinorable to (li\-ulge wIid were the 
recipients of the buodle. Hi! has tlie 
laracter anil tho jjolitical late i.'f these 
ic is delermined 
nut to betray the eunlidciiee which they 
reposed in liini. It is a great pity that 
his sense of honor was not a good deal 
more delicate. If that sense were iu a 
healthy condition he would have felt that 
it was most dishonorable to bo tho tool 
of boodlors iii tho Lcgialaturo and out of 
tho Legislature — that to take money from 
Mr. Whelan to bribe members of the 
Legislature was what no honorable man 
would dream of doing. But thoro are in- 
dicati(jns that political morality in both 
(Jueboc and (Jntario lias fallen very low, 
indeed, and tlia' a man wliose conduct is 
pronounced corrupt, acandaloua and dis- 
creditable by parliament can hold up his 
head among honest men and be elected to 
the position which he has disgraced. We 
see nothing to lead to tho conclusion that 
tho conduct of either Whelan or Pacaud 
is considered disgraceful in pulitical 
circles in Quebec. Tho whole crime 
evidently is in being found out. Tho in- 
vestigation will, in all probability, prove 
a jizzle. The princijial witnesses were, as 
we see, dumb. When tho court met on 
Wodnesdiiy last, u writ of prohibition was 
served on the Commissioners. Thoy 
thereupon decided that they would take 
no further action until their, jurisdiction 
was determined,' and they adjourned their 
court until yesterday. .This, prevented 
anything boiUg done until aft'cr the eleo-.

territory. The St. Paul Pioneer Press 
looks upon this matter in the light of 
common sense. It says : 

" .Mien ownership has novor threat- 
ened and never will threaten us with any 
but imagiiniry evils. As a matter of fiict, 
large tracts of land, hold by a single per- 
son, whether native or foreigner, are al- 
ways cut up into smaller sections as set- 
tlement increases. And these tracts are 
gradually purchased by small farmers. 
Thoro is no economy in maintaining bon- 
anza farms, and no money to be made 
from holding thousands of acres of graz- 
ing ranges after population grows dense. 
* * The fear of an alien landlord class 
is a pure chimera. t)n tho oilier baud 
tho passage of such a law must work the 
reatest hardship and not infre(|uent 
(inliscalioii of propoity. It would 
ecoi ie necessary to establish, hi search- 
vj, every title that no one of tho ownorn, 
through whose Iiaiids tliis property has 
pas.s <l, sin.ce the date of the law, was an 
nnnaturalizod foreigner. I'liere are mniti- j 
tudes of men among us who are not 
naturalized and do not intend^ to be. 
They have a keen scent for gain. I'ut 
them in a community where there was a 
Hurry in real estate, with money to ho 
made in rapid tninsfers, and they w 
not. forego the opiiortuniLy. 'I'hey 
simply keep ([uict about the fact 
citizenship, and buy lUulsoU while a boom 
was in progress. Every ono of these 
transfers would be invalid. And the in- 
nocent purchaser would come to grief 
whenever the question of citizenslii[) 
might hi! raised in the future. Even this 
is a tritle as compared with the interfer- 
ence witli the booming business. Imnienso 
amounts of foreign capital are idready in- 
vested ill this country in mortgage loans, 
and more is still coming. It is used to 
develop agriculture, and the low rate is a 
blessing to our people. But if title by 
foreclosure could not he held valid, this 
money, except when invested under tho 
name of a local company, must quit tho 
field." 

This is sound, iiractical talk, but it seems 
that Americans in these days nro, in all 
matters of business in which foreigners 
are concerned, actuated by a narrow, self- 
interest which cannot see an inch beyond 
it.s nose. That tho foreigner must be 
headed ofi', no matter what the oonse" 
iiuence, is evidently the maxim on 
which they now act. They seem to 
forgot that it was only the other day, his- 
torically speaking, when the greater num- 
ber of themselves wore aliens, and if 
tho Government had acted on the niis- 
takoii view of self interest which now 
prevails, the United states would never 
have arrived at its present pitch of i^reat- 
ness. The law against alien ownership 
now before Congress, wliieb tho Pioneer 
Press protests against, will probtibly bo- 
come law. It is -very evident that the 
United States is not, in these days, being 
governed according to tlie best thought 
iu the country, but according to what is 
very nearly the worst. The descent has 
been rapid and it is still going on. Tho 
stupid jealousy of aliens is a new develop- 
ment. It is not felt by the best men in 
the .Republic, but it is rampant among 
the classes to whom tho demagogues liiid 
it their interest to [landcr. And one liiis 
only to hear nitlividu.'iis of liii.s die's 
s])eftk to tind out that, until very recently, 
the greater number of them wore them- 
selves aliens.

I'lie average citizen blessed with meaiKi 
knows little, or it may be, imthing of the 
inner workings of a geueial hospital where 
hninaii mitiire of almi>.--l eicry phase is seen i 
in its inviiri.ilile rcpulsivcness. It is usually 
the iiiiorer classes who seek its aid when 
sickness or aci'iileiit overtakes them, and 
the poorer the aiiplicaut tor shelter and at- 
tention, the sadder the sight. Onu cannot 
wonder at their physical uflliciion when one 
looks ut their scanty dress, the pinched fea- 
tures and depressed manner. Indeed it is, 
in nine cases out of ten, a miracle that such 
beings, so reiiuced, can bo restored even to 
eonipaiative health, and yet such is the fact. 
A hospital iu any coninuniity is a boon de- 
mainliiig the earnest support of the com- 
munity to which it belongs. Victoria has 
such an institution, and it is but justice to 
her citizens to say that they hare generously 
and willingly stood by the men who jiro- 
jected, engineered and completed the under- 
taking of establishing that institution— the 
Royal Jubilee hospital — and throwing open 
its doors lo the poor sick of Victoria. Hap- 
pily for this fair city its poor arc, in com- 
parison with other great cities, but few. 
I'ul besides aiding the hospital by money 
there are divers ways in « hich those un.iblc 
to give sums of money can extend a helping 
hand. .Many people have kitchen gaialens ; 
well, fresh vegetaliles represent more than 
medicine; fiuit is a luxury costing but 
little. How nice a basket or two of straw- 
berries would be. A sick person just re- 
covering woulil esteem them us a treat of 
no .small worth. There are many delicacies 
which ladies could give in the way of jellies, 
custards, jams and other preparations 
which woman so well knows are pleasant 
for tlie ir.valid. All these things cost little 
or nothing ; tliey do an immense deal of 
j good, ami their receipt cheers the weary 
[ moments nf sickness and the still drearier 
hours of convalescence. Then, again, how 
many young people of both sexes spend 
sums of money on novels, and when they 
have leail them they are thrown aside to 
litter the place, or they are burned.

The munage- 
agenient are not obliged to do this; their 
duty terminates with the physical recovery 
of the p.ilient, but they morally usaume 
this exlia gooil work, and the citizens in- 
variably help lliem out by doiuitions of 
clothes. Any donations of this character 
will be gratefully received lunl acknowl- 
edged by .Mr. Carl, mil, the Stewart of the 
.lubilce hospital. These few hints are 
thrown out with a view to reminding many 
good intentioued pcu|ile of the op|ior tunities 
that pi eseiit themselves to enable them lo 
relieve Ihe sullering and elii'er llic recover- 
ing patient, but whiidi cliances ai'e over- 
looked on account of their apjiaiimlly trivial 
nature.

THE ST. KLIAS EXPEDITION 

Of the United States National (ieographleal 
Society In Connection Wltli the Geolosieal 
SaTveyrrAu important Trip. - 

Steamer Queen, which aailos this after- 
noon for Alaska, will take with her a jiarty 
known as the St. IClias expedition of the 
National Ctogi apliical Society of the United 
St.-ites. The party is in charge of ,\Ir. I. {'. 
Kussidl, who is not only a member of the 
society, but has had charge of several im- 
portant surveys sent out by the society. 
.Mr. M. I!. Kerr is his principal assistant, 
ami Mr. E. F I loanicr is also an assistant. 
Mr. .1. II. Christie, of Seattle, foreman of 
the expedition, was a nicinhcr of the 
Olympic party l.isl winter. There are also 
six camp luaiils, all men of a good ileal of 
experience in these- iimleitakiiigs 
arc all .Seattle men -Lester, Douey 
.Stamy, \V. Partridge, 'riioiiias I 
\Vm. I.,. I.indsley, and .bdin Crumli 
last named was in the Olympic expedition. 
The routj is from hen; to Sitka by the 
Queen and from thereto Vakutat Hay, near 
Mt. St. EliuB. Here the survey exploration 
eominences, working northward across the 
St. F.lias range and into the unexplored 
country beyond to the head of the Tenanml. 
If practicable, Air. Russell will endeavor to 
make the top of Mt. St. Elias. This expe- 
dition is also working with the co-aporation 
of the (ieolijgical .Survey. It is expected 
that they will he hack about the middle or 
the end of October, when a report of the 
geographical ami geological features of 
the ccuntries visited will he made, 
and Mr. Mussell will probably add 
to his report something of their 
exjiericncc. This will he of no small inter- 
est, apart fr-Jin the ordinary account of the 
journey, the object of which is purely 
scientific, uud to seek inforuiation for the 
society. 

Mr. Russell went up the Yukon river 

with the coast survey ex|)e(lition last fall, 
ovei- tlir CliiliMt anil down tin- hyiiii canal 
to.lunean. .\ statiiiu was cslabhsheil up 
there and a party inissed t he iviuter in log 
cabins, 'i'hey were provided well at the 
lime, and provisjon.s weie afterwards sent 
uji. lull Ibere is home uncertainty as to 
\\'lietlier they received lliein or mil.

It appears that both parties 
had boon drinkinij in the hotel, when an 
altercation arose, the accused striking tho 
decea.sed on the arm with a billiai-d cue 
— it i.-i .•ille'.;cd in self flofenso. Thu one 
s]ilintored, inlliciiiL; a wound upon La- 
Paj^e'a forehead. Tlie wounded man 
died shortly afterwards and was buried, 
tho wound being thought in no way to 
have contributed to his death. .Provo.st 
was subsequently arrested charged w ith 
the murder. Tlie body was exhumed 
and a post moi'toni held, when the medi- 
cal man f^avo it as his opinion tliat tho de- 
ceased had died from heart disease, the 
wound not bein;; sullicient to can.se 
death. The accusod was thereupon liber- 
ated under bonds of $1,000 to appear for 
trial.

C. Davenport and Co. , have been opera- 
ting their crusher ton stamp mill, with 
capacity for twenty tons per day, for 
about one week, and it works without a 
jar. They have 1,200 tons of or© on tho 
dump. 

Simon Ray and another French Cana- 
dian are wi-rking batweon Eagle and '1!) 
creeks, a gold ledge. They had run (Jii 
feet on tho vein 18 inches wide, but 45 
feet lower tho vein was livofeet in width. 
Tho last assay was §704 gold besides some 
silver. 

The Ward Br.i.hers have staked an 
iinmensu deposit of magnetic iron ore 
cli'isu by the railroad line, which gives a 
rpturii of §9 in gold. 

Tho Halls are running a drift at a lower 
level to drain tlieir mine, and were em- 
ploying all their forces at this and in 
clearing; a wide space around their build- 
inL;s to save thorn from forest fires.

Francisco. From this, however, ho had 
he was glad to say, fully i-ecovered 
tliroufjh the kind attention of his host, Mr. 
W. C. Ward. With the business and pros 
poets of tho baidv ho roprosontod 
ho was eminently well satislied 
everything being in tho usual prosper 
ous ctnidition. Tho city of V^ieturia 
was admirably aitua'ed frmn the point of 
view of location, and its peoi)lu seemed 
to have made up thoir minds not <nily to 
make it beautiful but to turn to advan 
tngo, from a business point of view, all 
tho conditions that favoured them. H 
had not yet visited (he mainland, but 
was led to understand that nialtors ther 
wore, <jn tho wh<de, on a L'ood basis. As 
to the fnturo of the province, ho believed 
that, ere long, it would tind that its pros 
peets would lie — and that to an extent 
not yet dreamed of — in the devolopinont 
of trade from Asia to Europe and vice 
versa. This would bo handled either at 
A''ictoria or Vancouver, ho w-is not yet 
l)roparod to say which. For its prosecu 
tion the necessary capital would, when 
required, bo readily forthcoming. P<n' 
tlie prosetit ho was not disjtosod t( 
gard the outlook for niinitig enterprises 
either liero or elsewhere, as of tho most 
promising, English investors havitig 
beeiigreatly disappointod by recontoxpori 
enccs, while both on tho other aide and in 
SanFranciscoitwas believed that the brew 
ing and other syndicate enterprises had 
been overdone. Financially and counncr 
cially, the credit of British Colvnnbia was 
good — i; might possibly be for 
the strotigly conservative Scotch el 
ment that was interested in its 
concerns. Taking up a letter from 
the desk at which ho was sitting, Mr, 
(jillespio spoke of the oxis'ing facilities of 
c iiminuiication between Victoria and th 
city of London, England, the [tostal 
marks on the onvelopcs showing oidy 
fomleeii days between tlie two p(.ints. 
This intervening time would, he antiei 
pated, be oro long materially shortened 
i)y tho trans-Atlantic connootioiis which 
tho Canadian Pacific authorities wore 
likely to establish and the improved ser 
vice that would bo given across the con 
tinent. He did not think the Orient 
SS. coinpan}', with which the guvernnient 
had been in negotiation, woukl he 
dined to have any tliin<4 more to do with 
a Canadian oiean mail services, because 
they in no way relished tho manner in 
which thoy had been played with and the 
incorrect reports that had obtained cur- 
rency that they had been unable to se 
cure the capital rciinired for the enter- 
prise. Tile fact was that they had had 
no ditiiculty whatever on this Hcore, tho 
consideration with them having been 
to the paying character of tho venture.
